City Water Superintendent 
A1 Freeland, who is spear¬ 
heading the scrap metal drive 
here, pointed out that storms 
during the week—however ben¬ 
eficial—were not conducive to 
rummaging around yards for 
salvageable scrap. 

“And citizens certainly did 
not feel like carting the stuff 
down to the scrap pile on the 
lot during such weather,” he 
added. 

The rains, too, have meant a 
busy time of it for city water 
department employees. Water 
spreading operations have kept 
many of the men virtually 
sleepless for several days. 

“We didn’t have the man¬ 
power this week to put forth 
much effort on the scrap drive,” 
explained the water superin¬ 
tendent. He called for increas¬ 
ed efforts on the part of all 
Sierra Madreans now—to make 
up for the lost time.

Widespread storm damage was reported in Sierra Madre as 
5.40 inches of rain fell here Tuesday night—the heaviest down¬ 
pour in almost a decade. Silt littered many streets, and several 
sidewalks and driveways were washed out during the relentless 
pelting which started here in earnest around noon Tuesday. 

Slides blocked off the road 
at two places on Sturtevant 
Drive in the Canyon, and the 
patio of one house literally 
slipped down a 40-foot bank to 
the street below. 

A summary of reported storm 
damage follows: 

ABANDON HOME 
The Rolla Alfords of 645 
Sturtevant Drive were forced to 
leave their home Tuesday 
night when rains undermined 
the rear of their property, and 
the patio toppled down onto 
the street. Mud and chunks of 
concrete blocking off Sturte¬ 
vant and Oakdale were said to 
be as high as the top of a car. 

Street Department employees 
had the road cleared by noon 
yesterday. 

SLIDE BLOCKS ROAD 

Sturtevant Drive also was 
blocked off by storm debris 
in the 900 block, near the home 
of Walter S. Hupfeld. A land¬ 
slide closed the road for “sev¬ 
eral hours.” 

GARAGE FLOODED 
T. C. James finally asked 
city assistance in his one-man 
battle against the elements at 
512 W. Sierra Madre boulevard. 

The police department dis¬ 
patched sandbags to help Mr. 

James stave off the water that 
was jumping the curb and 
flooding his garage. 

COPS MAN SHOVELS 
Police officers helped shovel 
dirt around the entrance of 
Mrs. B. Lincke’s basement, 735 
Canyon Crest Drive, to stem 
the flow of water into the cel¬ 
lar of her home. 

WALKS WASHED OUT 
Driveways and sidewalks 
were reported washed out at 
177 N. Lima, 230 W. Orange 
Grove and 90 S. Michillinda. 

The undermined pavement on 
Orange Grove, near the drain¬ 
age ditch, was termed “a dan¬ 
gerous situation” by city work¬ 
men.

BELOW COUNTY AVERAGE 


Per-pupil-costs last year at Sierra Madre City bcnooi were 
$203.72—well below the over-all county average of $218.68. The 
1950-51 report was received by the School Trustees Tuesday 
night. Superintendent Charles A. Skutt explained that approxi¬ 
mately $120 of this $203.72 came from the state level, the rest 

coming out of local district 
taxes. 

Mr. Skutt announced that 
the anticipated school enroll¬ 
ment for next fall looks lik» 

730 students. He emphasized, 
however, that this is how it 
looks “on paper.” 

“This would mean regular 
sessions again next year,” he 
explained, "with the same 
number of teachers and the 
same number of classrooms in 
use.” 

The class load will go up a 
bit, though, Mr. Skutt pointed 
out. “But it won’t go over what 
we can handle.” 

The class average will not 
exceed 33 pupils, he said, and 
all classes could handle 35. 

The present enrollment at City 
School is 695. 

The new age limit for kinder¬ 
garten pupils is the main rea¬ 
son anticipated enrollment did 
not go higher, the superintend¬ 
ent stated. 

Instead of 110 pupils, the 
kindergarten probably- will en¬ 
roll only 85 under the new law 
which requires youngsters to be 
4 years, 9 months old for en¬ 
rollment. The old age limit was 
4 years, 6 months.

MY TURKISH ADVENTURE,, by Pamela Burr. 

This penetrating and enjoyable account of an American 
woman s experiences in modern Turkey is informative and at 
the same time, entertaining. The author, Pamela Burr, had a 
teaching job in 1945 at the American Girls’ College in Istanbul. 
Her Turkish adventure begins 
aboard the ship taking her to 
Istanbul, along with govern¬ 
ment officials, missionaries and 
deported aliens. It progresses 
through highly colorful chap¬ 
ters, each of which constitutes 
an accurate vignette of life in 
modern Turkey. 

Miss Burr takes us through 
class work with Turkish and 
Armenian girls, we visit their 
homes. We listen to conversa¬ 
tions with exiled royalty and 
even the frustrated aristocracy.' 

There are many exploration 
trips into the surrounding 
country; indeed the author 
traveled widely. She takes an 
amusing cruise along the 
shores of the Black Sea, at¬ 
tends the Bayram festivities. 

But whether she is dancing 
in the Sultan’s palace (opened 
in honor of the American Navy) 
or visiting a potter's shop, she 
is meeting the people it is to 
America’s best interest to un¬ 
derstand. 

The people from princesses 
to potters, who are America’s 
new friends, those people so 
much less analyzed and under¬ 
stood than the policies and pol¬ 
itics which they shape. 

Miss Burr feels that the 
Turks clearly foresee the Rus¬ 
sian menace. She is primarily 
interested in the new genera¬ 
tion emerging from the most 
bloodless and productive rev¬ 
olution of our times—the revo¬ 
lution of the Turks. 

The book is one of great na¬ 
turalness and charm. It is told 
with wit, with tolerance, and 
above all with sympathetic

OVERNIGHT PARKING LAW 
GOES INTO EFFECT FEB. 7

Mailing potential vehicle 
registration cards to 5,448,817 
car owners throughout tht« 
state has been completed by 
the State Department of Ve¬ 
hicles. 

Director A. H. Henderson re¬ 
minded motorists, however, 
that they are held responsible 
under law for renewal of their 
vehicle registrations on or be¬ 
fore Feb. 4. 

“Whether they receive poten¬ 
tial registration cards or not,” 
he said, “they must register 
within this period if they wish 
to avoid the penalties for de¬ 
linquencies.” 

“Those who do not receive 
cards by mail shou .d apply 
for renewal by presenting 
their 1951 white registration 
slips to a branch office of the 
department,” Mr. Henderson 
said. 

For Sierra Madreans the 
nearest branch offices are at 
Craig and Foothill Extension 
in Pasadena or at 135 E. Lem¬ 
on street in Monrovia. 


Sierra Madre’s overnight street parking ordinance will go into 
effect Feb. 7, 30 days after its formal adoption last week by the 
City Council. The new law, actually an amendment to the city's 
traffic ordinance, provides for the issuance of special permits 
to “hardship cases” and their overnight guests. Under provisions 
of the amendment, residents 
who really have no off-street 
parking facilities within 600 
feet of their homes may apply 
for the special permits. 

With this amendment in ef¬ 
fect, Siena Madreans can ex¬ 
pect strict enforcement of the 
present law, which limits park¬ 
ing to one-half an hour be¬ 
tween 2 a.m. and 4 a.m. This, 
in effect, prohibits overnight 
parking. 

In first recommending the 
amendment, Chief of Police 
Gordon G. McMillan pointed 
out that this law has not been 
enforced in the past because 
of the number of "hardship 
cases”—persons who have no 
off-street facilities. 

Chief McMillan said such 
people may now go to the po¬ 
lice station and apply for the 
permits. Each case will be in¬ 
vestigated by the police and, if 
the need is genuine, permits 
and window stickers will be 
issued. A $6 investigation fee 
will be charged. 

Although the permits will be 
good for six months, holders 
will be ericouraged to solve 
their parking problems before 
that period ends. 

If the need for a sticker still 
exists, however, Mr. McMillan 
said people should come back 
to the police department 20 
days before the expiration date, 
on either June 30 or Dec. 31. 

Persons who apply at other 
than the semi-annual dates 
will pay pro-rated permit rates, 
fractions of months, however, 
counting as full months. 

For overnight guests of 
“hardship cases” a three-night 
permit will be issued free of 
charge at the police station. 

This will overcome the awk¬ 
ward prospect of out-of-town 
visitors getting tickets. 

"This amendment is not in¬ 
tended as a means of renting 
parking space in the streets,” 

Chief McMillan explained, “but 
as a means of enforcing the 
night parking ordinance and 
getting cars off the streets at 
night. Permits will not be is¬ 
sued except to bonafide hard¬ 
ship cases.” 

He said that Sierra Madre 
police will start a warning 
campaign right away so that 
by the time the amendment 
goes into effect, people will 
have either solved their park¬ 
ing problems or obtained per¬ 
mits.

Comprehensive plans for a 
county-wide system of storm 
drainage facilities are now be¬ 
ing formed following approval 
by the Board of Supervisors 
last week of a resolution in¬ 
structing the County Flood Con¬ 
trol District to proceed. 

Supervisor Herbert C. Legg, 
who initiated proposals for an 
adequate storm drainage sys¬ 
tem, said the Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict already has available 
much of the data required, but 
that additional compilation of 
facts would require approxi¬ 
mately six months “because of 
the many complicated engi¬ 
neering factors involved.” 

The information when com¬ 
pleted will be submitted in 
the form of a bond issue re¬ 
port, said Mr. Legg. Prelimin¬ 
ary estimates suggest that the 
total cost of the comprehen¬ 
sive system will be approxi¬ 
mately $114,000,000. 

One severe storm, stated Mr. 
Legg, equal in intensity to 
many previously recorded 
storms could cause far mare 
damage than the entire cost of 
the program. Changing condi¬ 
tions caused by intense devel¬ 
opment of county areas has in¬ 
creased flood dangers rathei 
than lessened them, he ex¬ 
plained.

There still are many counter¬ 
feit $10 bills in circulation in 
the Southland, and Treasury 
Department and Secret Service 
officials today offered point¬ 
ers on how to spot them. 

First of all, the edge of the 
Hamilton portrait is ragged in 
places where Hamilton’s hair 
does not meet the fine screen 
background. The back of the 
bill is printed in dull green. 

Federal Reserve letters print¬ 
ed on the bills may be E, G. I, 
L, and other numbers on the 
phonies may be F28, J16, Fll, 
A9, and J100. In tiny print in 
the lower right corner of the 
back of the counterfeits will be 
found ONE of the following 
back plate numbers: 7, 9, 12, 
207, 219, 1207, 1219, or 1285. 

What to do if you get a bo¬ 
gus bill? The Secret Service 
says: (1) do not return it;

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Section 25 
of Ordinance No. 343 of the 
City of Sierra Madre, entitled 
“AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE REG¬ 
ULATING TRAFFIC UPON 
THE PUBLIC STREETS AND 
REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES 
INCONSISTENT HEREWITH”, 
adopted March 25, 1931, is 

hereby amended to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 25. (a) No person 
shall stop, stand or park a ve¬ 
hicle on any street for a period 
of time longer than thirty (30) 
minutes between the hours of 
2:00 o’clock A.M. and 4:00 
o’clock A.M. of any day except 
in accordance with an all night 
parking permit attached to 
such vehicle as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 

(b) In cases of hardship, 
where the owners of vehicles 
cannot obtain suitable stor¬ 
age or parking facilities, per¬ 
mits for ail night parking may 
be issued by the Chief of Po¬ 
lice. The application for an all 
night parking permit shall be 
filed in writing with the Chief 
of Police upon a form to be 
furnished by him and shall be 
accompanied by the investiga- 
tion fee hereinafter prescribed. 

Each such application shall set 
forth the name and address of 
the applicant, the license num¬ 
ber and motor number of the 
vehicle, the make, model ana 
type of vehicle, a statement 
of the necessity and reasons 
for the permit and such other 
information as the Chief of Po¬ 
lice may require. 

(c) Upon the filing of each 

such application, the Chief of 
Police shall cause to be made 
such investigation as he may 
deem proper to ascertain the 
necessity for the permit ana 
whether such permit should be 
granted.

The investi¬ 
gation fee may be pro-rated 
for the remainder of the then 
current six months period but 
on not less than the number 
of months of such remainder, 
a fraction of a month being 
considered as a full month in 
computing the remainder. Each 
permit shall contain a brier 
description of the vehicle to 
which it is attached, the area 
or areas within which such ve¬ 
hicle may be parked and the 
expiration date thereof. Said 

permit shall be effective only - - 

as to such vehicle and such ln S described personal 
area or areas. The permit shall *" * 
not be transferrable and shall 
be displayed on the lower 
right-hand corner of the wind¬ 
shield of the vehicle for which 
it is issued at all times during 
which the vehicle is parked 
upon the street between the 
hours of 2:00 o’clock A.M. and 
4:00 o’clock A.M. of any day. 

(d) Upon the transfer of the 
vehicle described in any permit 
or upon the permittee’s change 
of place of residence or ob¬ 
taining off-street parking fa¬ 
cilities for such vehicle, render¬ 
ing such permit unnecessary, 
the permittee shall destroy 
such permit and thereupon re¬ 
port such destruction to the 
Chief of Police. The Chief of Po¬ 
lice may revoke the permit 
when the necessity under 
which it was issued and the 
reasons therefor cease to exist. 


You Can Deduct 
Gasoline Tax on 
Income Returns 

Motorists were reminded to¬ 
day by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California that sums 
paid for state gasoline taxes 
may be deducted in filing 1951 
income tax returns. 

The deduction covers the 
California gasoline tax of 4% 
cents a gallon paid since Jan. 
1, 1951. Federal gasoline taxes 
are not deductible. 

Motorists without accurate 
records of the amount of gaso¬ 
line purchased during 1951 may 
justify a deduction based on a 
record of miles traveled divid¬ 
ed by the average number of 
miles the car runs per gallon. 

The Auto Club warns, how¬ 
ever, that the burden of prov¬ 
ing this deduction is placed 
on the taxpayer, and he should 
have evidence to prove the 
amount of gasoline consumed.

Until he has regained his 
strength completely, his resist¬ 
ance is lowered and he may 
fall easy prey to other dis¬ 
eases. 

The doctor may advise hav¬ 
ing the tonsils removed after 
an attack of tonsilitis. The op¬ 
eration is never performed un¬ 
til the patient recovers from
